THE SACRAMENT OF PENANCE 

44. What is the Sacrament of Penance? 

Penance is the Sacrament by which sins 
committed after Baptism are forgiven. 

Mortal sin kills the life of Christ in our soul. 
Venial sin makes our soul sick. 

The Sacrament of Penance is like medicine. 

It is the medicine of Christ’s Precious Blood. 

It cures sick souls. 

It is much stronger than medicine for the body. 
It even raises dead souls to life.

To receive Holy Communion I must:

before Holy Communion. Water may be taken at any < 
time. 

People in mortal sin may not go to Communion.

4. The CIBORIUM is a cup 
which holds the Hosts the 
people receive at Com¬ 
munion. 

5. The MONSTRANCE is a 
shrine where Our Lord’s 
Body is placed so people can 
see and adore Him. 
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AT THE ALTAR 

6. The TABERNACLE is 
like a tent. Our Lord lives 
in it. 

7. The CRUCIFIX is a cross 
with Our Lord on it. It re¬ 
minds us He died for us. He 
loved us so much to do this. 

8. The PATEN or plate 
holds the bread to be conse¬ 
crated by the priest. 

9. The MISSAL is a big 
prayer book, with prayers of 
the Mass. It rests on a stand 
on the altar. 

10. The CANDLES remind 
us of Our Lord. They are 
made of pure wax. They bum 
like His Sacred Heart.
